J. S. TONELIER, M. D., isthe Physician of the First District, 
which comprises all that portion of the city below a line from 
Hudson River through Barclay-street, across the Park, through 
Frankfort, Pearl, and Dover-streets to the East River; including 
both sides of the boundary street, except Barclay. 


H. HARRIOT, M. D., is the Physician of the Second District, 
which is bounded south by Barclay-street; west by Hudson River ; 
north by Spring-street, and east by Broadway, including the south 
side of Spring, and both sides of the other boundary streets. 


A. J. HARRISON, M. D., is the Physician of the Third Dis- 
trict, which is bounded south by the First District, and on the other 
sides by a line through Chatham, Division and Pike streets, on the 
East River ; not including either sides of the boundary streets. 


_E. M. CAMERON, M. D., is the Physician of the Fourth Dis- 
trict, which is bounded west by the Second District; south and 
east by the Third District; and north by a line from Broadway, 
through White, Baxter, Bayard and Division streets, to Pike; in- 
cluding both sides of the boundary streets. 


EK. R, PULLING, M. D., is the Physician of the Fifth District, 
bounded south by the Fourth District; west by the Second Dis- 
trict ; north and east by a line from Broadway, through Spring, 
Bowery, Delancy and Allen streets to Division, including both 
sides of the boundary streets. 


C. CORSON, M.D., is the Physician of the Sixth District, 
bounded south by the Fifth District; west by Broadway; north 
by Fourteenth-street ; east by the First Avenue and Allen-street ;

Sebentieth Annual Report of the Trustees 


OF THE 


NEW YORK: DISPENSARY. 


‘“T WAS SICK AND YE VISITED MR.’’» 


This Institution, the pioneer in this most valuable of charities, cele- 
brates this year its Seventieth Anniversary. What a fund for solemn 
thought and reflection does its history afford? Not one of its founders, 
nor, as far as can be ascertained, not one of its first subscribers, is with 
us! ‘They have all passed to their great account, while the Institution, 
founded and cherished by their exertions, has continued to strengthen 
and increase, until from hundreds of patients, it now numbers many thou- 
sands annually ; and since its organization, in 1790, has afforded relief 
in medical attendance and medicines, to over one million patients ; and 
has vaccinated, during the same time, about one hundred and six thou- 
sand persons. Quietly and unostentatiously has it gone on, dispensing 
its blessings to those who needed that attention and assistance which, 
without its care, would have been beyond their reach. 

Among the special objects of this care are the very poor and destitute, 
extending also to many who have seen better days, and who from misfor- 
tune and sickness, have been compelled to seek the aid so promptly af- 
forded by the Dispensary. In our own limits, too, are included the Five 
Points, the most busy wharves of the city, and of necessity a great pro- 
portion of the sailors and laborers who depend upon commerce for their 
support. These, with a multitude of criminal and dissolute persons, who are 
crowded into filthy dwellings, where starvation and immorality conspire 
to generate and extend disease, are, when sick, watched over by this In- 
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stitution, through whose provident aid they are not only cared for, but 
our public authorities are relieved from the obligation which would 
otherwise be required of them, and thus saved a great expenditure of 
money, and consequently increased taxation, by what is now done by 
this and the sister Dispensaries, at comparatively little cost. 

In addition to the sick above enumerated, there are other classes to 
whom the benefits of the institution have been extended, all of whom 
have a peculiar claim upon the benevolent. We refer to the mechanic, 
who cannot, without great inconvenience, leave his family to reside in a 
Hospital, the mother who cannot be separated from her children, the in- 
fant, who requires the constant care of a parent, and all those laboring 
under chronic diseases, and who are consequently not objects of the hos- . 
pital. 

During the past year, viz: from 1st January, 1859, to 1st January, 
1860, 44,627 patients have been attended by the physicians of the Insti- 
tution :

For all these the requisite medicines have been supplied, the number of 
prescriptions dispensed by our Apothecaries during the year amounting 
to 103,951. 

The details as to the above, with the diseases, &c., will be found in 
the able and lucid report of the House Physician, printed in the Ap- 
pendix. The working of the institution is made manifest in this report, 
and its perusal, although giving minute information on matters con- 
nected with the medical department, will be found interesting to the 
general reader, while to the medical student, and indeed to the medical 
profession generally, the statistics, with their bearing upon the sanitary 
condition of the poor, are worthy of careful examination and study. 

The Trustees are gratified in being able to unite, with their House 
Physician, in his commendation of the niedical staff of the Institution, 
and would add that the arduous and responsible duties of the physicians 
and apothecaries have been performed to the satisfaction of the Board, 
and that the cause of humanity is largely indebted to the ability and 
fidelity with which their services have been rendered. 


In our last report, reference was made to the ability with which Dr. 
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Gomez had performed the duties of House Physician. Dr. Gomez con- 
tinued as House Physician until the sixteenth of June last, when private 
duties required him to resign the office. The Board accepted his resig- 
nation with regret, and would here record their sense of the faithfulness 
aud zeal, and, what is especially of importance in a Dispensary Physi- 
cian, the benevolence of disposition, and kind manner with which his 
varied and trying duties as Attending, District and House physician were 
performed during his nearly nine years connection with the Institution. 
His successor is Dr. G. Aigner, the writer of the report already alluded to. 

Dr. Aigner entered on his duties with a full appreciation of the impor. 
tance of the position, and by his zeal, ability and devotion to the interests 
of the Institution, has obtained the respect and confidence, not only of the 
Trustees, but of all his associates. The Board have every reason to be- 
lieve that his appointment will prove a fortunate one, for, to his medical 
and executive abilities, he adds the skill of a linguist, thus increasing his 
usefulness by his ability to treat: the numerous foreigners, who crowd 
our rooms. , 

Vaccination is under the personal charge of the House Physician, 
and, on reference to his report, it will be observed that it has received 
his careful attention, not only as to vaccinating, but as to the quality of 
the virus. This department is one of the most important that could be 
established, and experience has shown how much every individual of this 
great metropolis is indebted to it for its arresting, and indeed, proving to 
be the only safeguard against the most terrible of all calamities, the 
ravages of the small pox. 


We now come to a most important subject, the finances of the Insti- 
tution, on which its prosperity so much depends. ‘The expenses of the 
Institution has necessarily increased. The cost of medicines, which a 
a few years ago were about $1,100, are now over $2,000, and so with the 
other expenditures. These, including medicines, repairs, insurance and 
salaries, as will be seen by the Treasurer’s report, amount tu the sum of 
$6,308 68,while the receipts, deducting the sales of stock, amount to 
$6,158 99, leaving a balance against the Dispensary of $144 70, to which 
is to be added $242 85, amount for medicines still unpaid—making 
_ $387 55, from which is to be deducted $54 74, balance to credit of ac- 
count, showing the indebtedness over receipts, for the present year, to 
be $332 81. 

Our Means, it will be thus seen, are inadequate for our necessary 


wants. Although the strictest watch over our treasury has been used, 
and no expenditures made but what were absolutely necessary for the 
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carrying on the work of the Institution. There is much that the 
Trustees would be glad to doin extending its usefulness, and which they 
would at once carry out, were it not for their determination to avoid finan- 
cial embarrassments. 

For these reasons the Trustees again earnestly appeal to their fellow- 
citizens, for such further contributions as will enable them, not only to con- | 
tinue, but to enlarge the usefulness of this Dispensary. This charity 
recommends itself, to all who consider its design, and the method of its 
operations ; and is it too much to hope and expect, that this report will 
fall under the eye of many whose attention has not hitherto been spec- 
ially directed to it, and that large additional contributions and subscrip- 
tions will be made to the list of those by whom it has been hitherto 
sustained. 

To the contributors, who have hitherto sustained this important 
and truly unobjectionable charity, the thanks of its trustees are due, 
and the names of all who have thus aided the Institution, are grate- 
fully recorded in the list of subscribers, in the appendix; and here 
they have again the gratification to acknowledge the liberal dona- 
tion of $100, in addition to her annual subscription of ten dollars, 
received froma widowed lady, who has for many past years, generously 
aided the Institution by similar donations. ‘They would also record 
here, with grateful thanks, the bequestof $100, by the late Elijah With- 
ington, the amount of which has lately been received from his executors. 
It is by such assistance, with the appropriations of $700—it was formerly 
$1,500—from the State, and $1000 from the city, that has enabled the 
Trustees to carry on with so much benefit this noble charity, thus extend- 
ing relief not only to many thousands of sick poor, but also vaccinating 
all who apply, and at the same time supplying city and country with 
vaccine materral, enjoying the confidence of all who use it. 

The reference, at the commencement of our report, to the solemn 
thoughts, which reflection on the past history of our Dispensary induced, 
is brought painfully home to the bosom of every Trustee, when, among the 
events of the past year, they have to record the death of one of their 
colleagues, the late Gerard Stuyvesant, Esq. 

Mr. Stuyvesant had served the institution as Trustee for about seven 
years, during which he had endeared himself to all, by that courtesy and 
kindness which he ever manifested, not only to his colleagues, but to 
all, however humble, with whom his duties brought him into contact. 
His warm interest in the Dispensary was evinced during his life by many 
gifts, and at his death by his liberal bequest of $1000. 
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It will not, it is hoped, be considered inopportune to press his 
example on those who, blessed with wealth, believe that, as good stew- 
ards, they are bound, in making testamentary disposition of their prop- 
erty, to consider the poor and especially the destitute sick.

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Report of the House Liysiciaw. 


TO THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


OF THE 


NEW-YORK DISPENSARY:

GENTLEMEN :—The House Physician respectfully reports that the 
total number of persons who received medical and surgical aid from this 
institution during the year 1859, amounts to 44,627 of which 18,884 
were males and 25,743 females. The total number of those who were 
attended at the Dispensary, is 38,368, viz. :

The grand total is 2,405 less than that of the previous year, the 
diminution falling on the Vaccine, Dental and District Department, 
while the number of patients of the Attending and House Physicians 
shows a slight increase over that of 1858. 

Of the total number of patients, including vaccinated children, 
14,321 were born in the United States, and 30,306 in foreign countries. 
Among the latter we find a decided preponderance of the Irish element, 
which appears in the proportion of 95 per cent. The remaining 5 
per cent are made up by English and Scotch 2 per cent; Germans 2 per 
cent; Italians, French &c., 1 per cent. 


ATTENDING DEPARTMENT. 


In examining the work performed by the different departments 
we are at once struck by the large number of patients under the care 
of the Attending Physicians. If we divide this total by the number of 
business days (310), and the resulting daily average by the number of 
physicians (10), we find that each of them had to attend during the 
space of an hour, ten new patients every day, while the daily average 
number of prescriptions (335) demonstrates that they had to treat 
furthermore twenty old patients returning for the second or third time. 
If we deduct the time spent in making the necessary entries into the 
register regarding new patients, our Attending Physicians had to 
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bestow about three minutes on the investigation of every new case, and 
one minute on prescribing for old ones. With all the respect possible 
for the knowledge, sagacity and experience of our Attending Physicians, 
this time must be regarded as too short, and some means ought to be 
devised to give them better opportunities than heretofore to investigate, 
and prescribe for, every case presenting itself. Whether this is to be 
done by furnishing them with assistants, increasing the number of 
prescribing rooms, or extending the time designated to each class, is 

left to your honorable Board to decide. 3 


DISTRICT DEPARTMENT. 


This department exhibits a better proportion of patients who require 
and physicians who give, medical aid every day, Adopting the above 
used method of calculation, we find that each District Physician aver- 
ages five visits a day, the majority of them to new patients. But here 
we meet with another difficulty; the insufficient pay of these hardworking 
dispensers of health, among the poorest, most degraded and most ignorant 
portion of our population, which, in consequence of these very qualities, 
is also the most difficult and troublesome to treat, claiming a greater 
sacrifice of time and labor, than even the worst spoilt children of 
luxury. | 

The office of a Dispensary District Physician is one of the most im- 
portant in the community, as far as the public good, and one of the 
most difficult and trying, as far as the incumbent is concerned; there- 
fore ways and means ought to be found to induce the best men to take 
and keep such a position, and to give them an appropriate compensation 
for doing their full duty ably and honestly. Schedule A gives a sum- 
mary of the monthly reports of our six District Physicians. 


DENTISTRY DEPARTMENT. 


In this department we find a diminution of the number of patients 
by almost one-fifth of last year’s total. The daily average (13) shows, 
however, that it was still exceedingly well, in fact, too well patronized, 
since a great many apparently able to pay, came to avail themselves of 
the practical skill: and experience, hardly equalled, and certainly not 
surpassed by any professional dentist, of the Assistant House Physician 
who has charge of it. 


APOTHECARY’S DEPARTMENT. 


‘The number of prescriptions dispensed throughout the year amounts 
to 103,951. ‘The largest number in one month was 9,942 (in March), 
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the smallest 6,566 (in December), the largest number in one day 522, 
the smallest 156. The quantities of drugs used for making up this im- 
posing number of prescriptions will be seen by referring to the list which 
the Apothecary made out, on the suggestion of the undersigned. The 
newly appointed Apothecary has during the short time he is in office, 
shown the same zeal and punctuality in the discharge of his duties, the 
Same care in putting up medicines, and the same polite readiness to 
meet all wants of physicians as well as patients that were exhibited by 
his immediate predecessor. 


VACCINE DEPARTMENT, 


The total number of vaccinations is considerably less than in 1858, 
the difference in favor of that year being as high as 1,200. his dimi- 
nution is, however, not discouraging, as it can beascribed to no other 
cause than the absence of small-pox as an epidemic, within the district 
of this Dispensary: a fact clearly demonstrated by the reports of our 
visiting physicians. From schedule B, it will be seen, that, of 1,617 
vaccinations performed, 1,597 were primary, and 20 re-vaccinations. 
Among the first, 540 returned on the eighth day, all presenting a regu- 
lar appearance, with the exception of 10 cases in which the vesicle 
was broken, or otherwise irregular. The number of crusts and points 
sold and given away, is 752. The sales of virus amounted to $189,15, 
the vaccine forfeits to $231,00. he latter item confirms the foregoing 
remark as to the true cause of this diminution of vaccinations. The 
forfeits are only six dollars less than during ’58, while the whole num- 
ber of vaccinations in ’58, surpasses that of ’59 by 1,200, showing that 
we had in ’59 an equal number of children whose parents are in better 
circumstances, while the poorest and most improvident class of parents 
lacking the stimulus of an epidemic of small-pox, failed to protect 
their offspring against a danger, which to them seemed far distant in 
time or place. 


DISEASES, OPERATIONS &C. 

Schedule C contains a carefully compiled alphabetical list of all 
diseases treated at the Dispensary, and on the Districts. It presents 
on closer scrutiny a great many interesting points connected with med- 
icine and social science, a discussion of which would transyress the 
limits of this report. Some ofthe facts embodied in these dry figures 
merit, however, a short consideration. Let us, in the first place, look at 
the diseases which are connected with the moral, intellectual and social 
_ condition of our patients, and the numbers affixed to their names will

tell us a fearful tale of vice, carelessness and misery. We find 228 cases 
of the grossest intemperance in the use of alcoholic liquors, some of 
which ended in death rapidly, while the majority led to that frightful 
state of the nervous system whith is best designated by its popalar 
name, “the horrors.” Two thousand nine hundred ‘and fifty-five pa- 
tients of both sexes and all ages, or 1 in every 14 of the entire number, 
were found subject to some form of venereal disease. (it is proper to 
state here that a large portion of these patients—1065—presented them- 
selves not for treatment at the Dispensary, but merely for obtaining a 
permit to go to some county institution.) Of external injuries of all 
kinds, either the result of accident and carelessness, or of malicious at- 
tacks, we find 2593, or 1 in 15 of all cases. Among these may be 
mentioned 238 fractures, mostly of the upper extremity, 62 dislocations, 
and 328 burns and scalds, the last named being found almost exclusively 
on children or drunken people. Of the 1235 ulcers recorded, many may 
be traced to some external injury as their exciting canse, and 29 cases of 
bad frost-bite speak of protracted exposure to cold. Diseases of the 
skin (excluding syphilitic cutaneous affections) appeared in 1 out of 17 
patients, furnishing us with a good scale for measuring the state of clean- 
liness and hygienic refinement of that class of our population which ha- 
bitually patronize thisinstitution. ‘The respiratory organs were affected 
in one-fifth of all patients, 1096 of them being the subjects of consump- 
tion. Diseases of the digestive organs are represented in 1735 cases, 
although the summer was remarkably free from their epidemic forms ; 
cholera infantum mustering only one-half of its strength in the previous 
year, and obtaining only 10 victims. Rheumatism affected one pa- 
tient in every 14, and fevers of all kinds 1 in every 21. Among the 
eruptive fevers of childhood, measles took the lead during this year, 
while small-pox appears with only 16 cases, or one-fifth of the number 
in ’58. Of the numerous Surgical Operations performed during this 
year by the occupant of the surgical hour on the male side, either at his 
clinic or at the dwellings of patients, the following claim a special no- 
tice: 2 operations of lithotomy on boys; | for strangulated femoral 
hernia in a married woman; 2 for extensive cancer of the lip; 3 for 
hare-lip ; 2 plastic operations on the face, one of them for ectropion and 
great deformity, consequent on extensive burns; 2 operations for necro- 
sis of the lower jaw; 1 for necrosis of the skull; 1 for necrosis of the 
femur; 1 for a large chronic abscess in the lumbar region; 1 for the 
extirpation of a large neuromatous tumor on the right arm; 1 fora large 
nevus on the vertex of an infant; 1 for strangulated hernia of the um- 
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bilical cord in a new-born child; 1 paracentesis thoracis for empyema, 
and 1 paracentesis capitis for chronic hydrocephalus. With the excep- 
tion of the last three named hopeless cases, all these operations were high- 
ly successful, and creditable to the gentleman who performed them. 

If you will take the trouble to compare the two lists of diseases for 
1858 and 1859—taking into account the use of different synonyms for 
the same affection, which is unavoidable from the occasional changes in 
the medical staff, and also the substitution of the designation “ hospital,” 
used in’58, by the names of the diseases with which the persons sent to 
hospital were affected—a most interesting fact willrevealitself. I refer 
to the small differences in the numbers of each principal class of diseases 
which—the equality of the grand totals and the identity of the habits, 
occupations and social positions of the applicants for medical aid being 
given—demonstrates as clearly the regularity of the laws governing 
the diseases of a large body of men under similar epidemic and endemic 
influences, as the diagnostic ability of our physicians, which is rarely led 
astray even under such unfavorable circumstances as they were shown 
above. That their therapeutic efforts are as successful as their investi- 
gations into the true nature of diseases, is proved—at least as far as the 
visiting physicians are concerned—by the small mortality in our district 
practice, which during the past year, was not more than three per cent. 

In conclusion, the undersigned has to express the greatest obligation 
to Dr. H. Gomez, for the kind manner in which this gentleman assisted 
him when he was a tyro in the office, filled so ably for the past three 
years by his predecessor; to Dr. Hardenbergh, for his ever-ready and 
cheerful assistance; to the great majority of the Attending and District 
physicians, for many acts of courtesy and friendship; and, finally, to 
all the members of your Board with whom his good fortune brought him 
into so frequent contact, for the indulgence with which they always 
looked for his good and honest intentions, whenever they had reason to 
criticise his imperfect acts.

THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


OF THE 


NORTHERN DISPENSARY, 


JSANUARY, 1860. 


Tur year having closed for which the present Board of Trustees were 
elected, they very respectfully present to the subscribers, and all others 
interested in the prosperity of the Northern Dispensary, the following 
Report of their action during the year, and the present condition of the 
Institution. 

By reference to the Treasurer’s Report herewith submitted, it will be 
seen that at the commencement of the year there were in the hands of the 
Treasurer $374 90; but there was a debt due by the institution for 
bill of medicines for the year 1858, amounting to $679 04. This sum, 
together with the ordinary expenses of the Institution for the year, 
amounting to $3,252 12, and also $400 on account of our Bond and 
Mortgage of $800 eae only $400 due thereon), has been paid, and 
there is now in the hands of the Treasurer $270 57, with which to meet 
in part, unpaid bills of 1859, amounting to $586 52. 

To enable us to meet the requirements of the Institution during the 
year just closed, we received from our city the usual liberal donation of 
$1,000, and from our State $900, being $250 less than the sum from ‘ei 
source the previous year. This reduction, added to the alr eady deficiency 
in our visible means to meet the wants of the Institution, could only be 
made up by personal efforts on the part of your Trustees, in’appeals to. 
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the humane and benevolent. Those appeals, we are happy to say, were 
met by our citizens with a characteristic promptness and cheerfulness. 

Should the same annual State and City donations be continued, and all 
of the subscribers for 1859 remain such for 1860, we shall still require 
in addition, for the coming year, about $1,000, to meet the ordinary ex- 
penses of the Institution, and to extinguish the balance of the debt due 
on the Bond and Mortgage, which we are anxious to see done at an early 
day. 

To secure these desirable objects, and make the Institution what its 
founders intended, and its patrons desire it to be, we must appeal 
from time to time to the charity of those whose hearts are warm, 
and whose sympathies are ever alive to the calls of suffering humanity, 
whether coming from the aged and the destitute, the poor and the op- 
pressed, the child of sorrow and pain, or from those whose hearts have 
been torn with disappointment and grief, and whose tears can only be 


dried by the hand of sympathy and affection. 


Our Visiting Physicians repeat the errand of mercy from day to day, 
as they visit and prescribe for the sick and unfortunate with woman’s 
tenderness and a master’s skill. They go to their work as did the celebrated 


. Herman Boerhaave—“ one of the greatest physicians and best of men— 


feeling that the life of a patient if trifled with or neglected, would one 
day be required at the hand of the physician. He called the poor his 
best patients, for God, said he, is their paymaster.”’ 

There are some who object to public charity for the able-bodied poor, 
on the ground that it encourages pauperism by weakening the motives to 
industry, and sapping the foundations of self-dependence; but none of 
these objections apply to this method of relieving the destitute sick. 
Here charity cannot be misplaced. ‘The ‘interests of society, as well as 
the comfort of the individual sufferer, are alike consulted by humane 
efforts to give relief to those whe are disabled by disease. A very little 
aid at such a crisis may save a whole family from life-long misery. Many 
who are both able and willing, when in health, to support themselves 
and those dependent on their labor, would find themselves utterly help- 
less and hopeless when weakened by sickness, except for the relief we are 
enabled to give them. ; 

How welcome this aid is to the suffering poor, those generous contrib- 
utors who have made this Board the almoners of their bounty can 
never truly know, unless it were possible for them to visit in person each 
scene of sorrow and suffering, and witness for themselves the help and 
healing which flow from this charity. Could they follow each wan face, 
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or wasted form, or shrunken limb, in its progress from disease to health ; 
could they see the shadowed homes which this charity has brightened : 
the father or mother it has drawn back to usefulness from the verge of 
the grave ; the thousands of little sufferers—helpless images of One who 
was the Babe of Bethlehem—which it has snatched from premature 
death, and restored to fond hearts that beat no less warmly for them be- 
cause hidden beneath the coarse garb of poverty ; could they see the 
stranger just landed on our shores, and stricken down by a strange fever 
-in his veins, to whom it has ministered in the name of One who has 
made all men to be kindred ; could they, in short, see how many suffer- 
ers, otherwise uncared for, this Dispensary in its connections has visited 
with comfort and healing, they would feel that their contributions had 
been returned in ten-fold joy to their own hearts. 

It is, doubtless, true that much of the sickness to which we are called 
to minister is the direct result of improvidence, if not of actual crime. But 
even here there is no danger that our charity will be misapplied, while 
we have it in our power, by kindness and sympathy with the vicious and. 
degraded, to assist them toa new hold on life, whence they may recover 
the hope from which they have fallen. A large share of our benefactions, 
however, go to the deserving poor, who are independent of public charity 
until stricken down by disease, and need but a little aid to lift them 
again to a position where they can care for themselves, Like the dews 
that fall so gently in the darkness, and leave no evidence of their visit 
save in the freshened face of nature, the work of this charity is done so 
quietly that it is difficult to gather its trophies into a picture for the public 
eye. ‘There are thousands, however, in this city who daily bless God for 
its benefactions; and there is a shadowy host on the other side of the 
River, whose passage down to the dark channel it could not arrest, but 
whose sufferings were mitigated, and whose last hours on earth were 
comforted by its ministrations. 

So intimately connected is the human family in all its various relations, 
whether in sickness or health, in joy or sorrow, that life itself may be 
compared to the ocean, and all humanity at its birth begins a vcyage on 
its restless waters. That voyage to some is short, to others long ; to some 
happy, to others miserable; but in all cases the. course of the voyage is 
in one direction, and no effort of ours can change its final termination. 
It ends with the grave. The vessels in which we begin the voyage are 
as various as the numbers that embark. ‘The little skiff, freighted with 
the first blossoms of humanity, dances upon every wave, boats of larger 
size are seen in er ty direction guided by adventurous youth, while strong 
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and beautiful ships, with wings outspread to catch the welcome breeze, 
or made to move like a thing of life by that sultle Agent—steam, are 
crowded with teeming millions rushing with the speed of time to that 
haven whence there is nv return. 

While thus we sail along, storms arise, and the little skiff with ifs 
precious freight too frequently disappears like a bubble on the surface of 
the water. The larger boats may be swamped, and the mighty ships are 
sometimes stranded on the beach, or founder in the deep, trackless waters. 
It is then that those who escape the fury of the storm recognize more - 
plainly than ever the intimate relations that exist between all the mem- 
bers of the great family of man. They see in each sinking voyager a 
friend and brother; and as the signal of distress is raised for help, they 
man the life-boat, and, regardless of danger to themselves, go to the rescue 
of the shipwrecked and perishing. 

Our Institution, and others of like character, are life-boats to save the 
perishing. Disease, in every form, is but a signal of distress, and our 
Physicians are ever on the watch for these evidences of danger, and are 
ever ready to man the life-boat, and go to the relief of the sufferer. 

To those who have so promptly and cheerfully contributed their efforts 
or money to enable the Board to carry out the objects of the Institution, 
we would not only return our grateful acknowledgments, but would re- 
eall to them the saying of One who spake as never man spake, “ Inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” 

The very interesting Report of the House Physician and Surgeon, Dr. 
E. B. Warner, shows in detail the very satisfactory results of the action 
of the whole medical staff connected with the Institution. 

It is with much regret that we announce to you the resignation of Dr. 
G. P. Cammann, as Physician to the Dispensary. Dr. Cammann has been 
connected with the Institution for 28 years, and during that long term 
has performed his various duties with fidelity and skill, to the entire satis- 
faction of all connected with the Dispensary. 

The whole number of patients treated during the year was. 19, 526, of 
which 1,824 were vaccinated ; 30,840 prescriptions were dispensed, and 
out of the whole army thus treated only 97 died. ‘This is a very gratify- 
ing result, and must convince every citizen of the importance of sustain- 
ing an Institution that is doing so much, not only in relieving suffering 
and distress, but in preserving the reputation this portion of our city has 
so long enjoyed for comparative exemption from infectious . diseases, 
thereby adding respectability and wealth to the district. |

Gentlemen : In again presenting my Annual Report, it gives me pleas- 
ure to announce that the past year has been one of unusual health. 
_ The present general report, when compared with the report of the previ- 
ous year, shows a marked difference in the number of patients. This 
marked decrease is favorable in three points of view: Ist. As indicating 
an improvement in public health; 2d. As showing a favorable change 
in the personal circumstances of those who were formerly the recipients 
of your charity, whereby they have been enabled to procure their own 
medical assistance; and, 8d. By the very marked improvement in the 
condition of the tenement houses in the district under your care. 

In the department under my charge, I report two thousand three hun- 
dred and fifty-nine (2,359) patients. In the Vaccine Department, one 
thousand eight hundred and twelve (1,812) have availed themselves of 
the benefit of this prophylactic. During the past year we have had little 
or no small-pox in our limits, as Dr. W. E. Vermilye, who has .charge 
of the First District, assures me that he has not seen a case of that alarm- 
ing and frightful disease. 

The subject of vaccination and re-vaccination, is now attracting atten- 
tion both at home and abroad; at present, Lam unable ‘to furnish any 
new statistical information which would be of interest. I will there- 
fore leave it for a future report, referring you for much valuable infor” ,.~ 
tion, furnished in my report of last year. 
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To the corps of Attending Physicians much credit is due, for the punc- 
tuality of their attendance, and for the prompt and efficient manner in 
which they have discharged their responsible duties, and in having al- 
ways seconded me in my efforts to afford relief to those who have been 
compelled to apply to you as recipients of your bounty. 

The usual tables accompany this report, to which I would respectfully 
refer you for farther information.

REPORT OF THE FIRST DISTRICT. 


To tar Boarp or Trusreres or THE NortTuErRN DISPENSARY : 


GENTLEMEN: The year which has just closed has been marked by a 
more than ordinary degree of health in the First District, and through- 
out the entire city. Two thousand two hundred and forty-eight (2248) 
new patients have been attended at their residences, showing a decrease 
of a little more than two hundred since the previous year. Nine hundred 
and one (901) of these patients were of foreign birth ; and one thousand, 
one hundred and sixty-nine (1169), or nearly fifty per cent., were children 
under fifteen years of age. 

From May to August inclusive, Measles prevailed epidemically, one 
hundred and forty-five (145) cases having been prescribed for. About 
the middle of November, Scarlatina made its appearance, and has con- 
tinued to spread up to the present time. Most of the cases thus far, 
however, have appeared under a mild type. Of diseases implicating 
particularly the respiratory organs, viz » Bronchitis, Catarrh, Pneumonia, 
and Pleurisy, there is a total of three ieiared and thirty-five (835) cases. 
Of those involving the digestive organs, viz., Cholera Infantum, Dysentery, 
and Diarrhea, a total of two hundred and Gyles (212) cases. 

Seven cases of Diphtheria, or ‘‘ membranous sore throat,” came under 
treatment in December. Three of these were complicated with Scarla- 
tina. The patients died. Two of the other cases recovered, and one 
passed under the treatment of another physician. This disease has pre- 
vailed extensively in some parts of the country, and generally with great 
malignity. Hitherto we have seen but little of it in New-York. 

As an evidence of the good results which have followed the efforts 
made last season to induce applications for vaccination, I may mention 
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the fact that, I have not seen a case of small-pox in the district during 
the year, and but thirteen very mild cases of Varioloid. 

I think the general condition of the district has improved. A number 
of new “ tenant-houses” have been erected; and it gives me pleasure to 
state that more attention has been paid in their construction, to ventila- 
tion and the admission of light than has heretofore been seen. ‘There 
still remains, however, much room for improvement ; and let us hope that 
the efforts which are now being made by the New York Sanatory Association 
for the diffusion of knowledge and increase of interest in these important 
matters will hereafter lead to more perfect results. 

In conclusion, I desire to refer you, gentlemen, to the summary of dis- 
eases treated in my district during the past year, and to the accompanying 
tables.

REPORT OF THE SECOND DISTRICT, 


To tHe Boarp or TRUSTEES oF THE NorruHern Dispensary : 


GENTLEMEN: Since entering upon my duties as Visiting Physician of 
the Second District in January last, I have attended at their residences, 
one thousand, nine hundred and fifty-four (1954) new patients, of whom 
nine hundred and ninety-six (996) were natives of the United States, and 
nine hundred and fifty-eight (958) were born in foreign countries; nine 
hundred and thirty (930) were children under fifteen years of age; a 
large proportion of which, although classed as natives, are children of 
foreign parents. Comparing this Report with that of last year, it will be 
seen that there is a marked decrease in the number of cases. The fact 
that many tenements formerly occupied by Dispensary patients have been 
removed ; the improved condition of certain localities; the absence of 
epidemics; and the general healthfulness of the season—are some of the 
causes that have tended to produce this result. 

During the winter months, the prominent diseases were Pneumonia, 
Bronchitis, and Rheumatism; these were also frequent and severe 
through the months of June and July. Mild Scarlet Fever and Measles 
appeared early in the year, and have prevailed more or less since ; Scarlet 
Fever has within the last two months assumed a more serious form, and 
several deaths have occurred from this disease and its sequile. During 
the Summer and Autumn, Cholera Infantum, Dysentery, and other dis- 
eases incident to the season, were not as prevalent as usual. For more 
definite information you are referred to the accompanying tables. 

There are many considerations that recommend Dispensaries to the 
fostering care of the State, and the charity of the wealthy. Every town 
throughout the State is interested in their support. 

Emigrants of both sexes soon learn to regard New York as their home ; 
and leaving their families behind them, go into the country in search of 
employment ; change of climate, diet, and exposure, in many cases fasten 
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upon them disease and its consequences ; and they soon find their way back 
to New-York to enjoy her charities. Thus the country, which is oreatly 
benefited by their labor, is almost wholly relieved of their support. 

New-York being the great centre of emigration, and crowded with the 
foreign poor, is at times the focus of contagion ; disease becoming epi- 
demic, is spread abroad by many and various avenues, and the country, as 
well as the town, should be aware of the importance of providing efficient 
and timely medical assistance for this class of people. 

At present the Dispensaries are perhaps the only available means of 
doing this ; and with proper assistance and regulation in connection with 
a vigilant sanatory police, might be made a most efficient barrier to the 
spread of contagious and epidemic diseases. 

In conclusion, I take pleasure in stating to you the universal regret 
expressed throughout the District, at the resignation of my predecessor, 
Dr. Leaming, and the very general acknowledgment of his efficiency and 
kindness while acting as your Physician.

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


HASTERN DISPENSARY, 


OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 


To mark the completion of an additional year of corporate existence, and 
to make a permanent record of what it contributes toward the history of the 
charities of the city of New York, the Board of Trustees of the Eastern 
Dispensary present to its members, and their fellow citizens, their twenty- 
sixth annual report. 

In a report of this kind, having due regard to brevity, little can be set 
down that is general in its bearing ; still an occasional idea may be expressed 
by way of illustration, that may have weight with the reader, and at least 
do no harm, if but little good. Inthe event that the public become, by this 
means, better acquainted with the claims of the Dispensary system, a lead- 
ing purpose of this issue will be accomplished, and the people may possibly 
prove the better friends of it hereafter, which is a great desideratum. 

The Dispensaries of this city are eminently its sanitary establishments, 
and though they are not so cireumstanced as to do all that purely sanitary as- 
sociations, clothed with full power may do, yet what they effect on behalf of 
the poorer classes is no small substitute for what these lack as it regards that 
which the interests of the city demand of all its citizens in the protection 
and preservation of life. All of the residents of this city, save the poor and 
ignorant, are promoters of sanitary measures in the sense that they take good 
care of themselves and families, keep them cleanly and well clothed, and 
well guarded in every respect against disease in themselves, and free from 
being the cause of contagion to others. ‘The dependants of the Dispensaries 
are mostly those who do not thus; they who carelessly submit to live in 
squalid premises, indifferent alike to personal comfort and cleanliness, who 
take no precaution against disease, scarcely observe its symptoms, live with 
it when it comes, do not nurse the sick with much more intelligence in many 
cases, than do the inferior animals, regard the sickness of children with the 
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apathy of fatalists, do not practise the simplest rudiments of medical knowl- 
edge which all might understand, hardly follow the doctor’s plainest direc- 
tions, and thus human life, in their hands, becomes the sport of circumstances, 
and scarcely less valuable or secure than if subjected to the chances of a 
never-subsiding pestilence. For these the Dispensaries appear and act, and 
thus the city is saved the bitter results of this pitiable state of things. How 
shall the poor be raised from this “slough of despond,” and become better 
educated in these matters? is, or should be, the primary enquiry of the sani- 
tary reformer: until they are so, we may not look to the bills of mortality 
with any just ground of expectation that their record will be any the less ap- 
palling, nor to the condition of the poor with much ground of hope that its 
aspects will become brighter. 

The onerous duties of this Dispensary have not been materially lightened 
in the experience of the past year, although its patients have been fewer. 
This was in some degree expected however from the excessive increase of 
numbers of the previous year. But what has been done for the poor though 
fewer, it pains us to record the fact, has been done under great financial em- 
barrassment, much greater than has ever before attended the management of 
this institution. It has been so great indeed as to have sometimes forbidden 
the hope that it could be long sustained in its present tried and efficient form , 

Embarrassment has arisen from two causes, viz :— 

T. Diminution of annual donation from State of New York. 

Eb.; do. of annual contributions from the public. 

These causes combined produced, 

I. An annual excess of expenditures over means. 

II, Arrears of debt, running through several years. 

To meet this difficulty in part, the Trustees raised personally nearly one 
thousand dollars during the year. 

Time might have cured the evil referred to, and removed the anxiety 
which it caused, had not another measure, which was much relied on, so 
signally failed to afford relief. This was to send collectors forth into the dis- 
trict of the city in charge of this Dispensary to solicit subscriptions gen- 
erally from the mercantile, manufacturing, and otber classes. 

When this Dispensary was organized in 1834, there were among the 
residents of its district a liberal proportion of citizens who identified them- 
selves with it, and possessed both the ability and the inclination to contribute 
annually to its support; hence in its earlier days its course was comparatively 
smooth. It is within the knowledge of every one, that at a later period, 
when the tide of population set upward upon the island, a large number of 
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the wealthier residents of the eastern part of the. city, and particularly of 
the Seventh Ward, embarked upon it, and thus were transferred to the newer 
section of the city. Moreover, the fact alluded to still continues to some 
extent. It is also known that the places of these residents, so benevolent 
and public-spirited, were filled by citizens who came in from the lower 
wards as the warehouses of men of busines encroached upon them, the earlier 
residents there having already preceded our own to the upper part of the 
city. These with strangers from far and near, restored the population of 
the eastern section as to numbers, and even increased it. Those who re- 
mained of the abler class had done little for the Dispensary, and those who 
came knew nothing of its merits and claims upon them as good citizens. 

It would doubtless have been the part of sound policy to have laid before 
the people anew, at an earlier day, a history of this Dispensary, and a state- | 
ment of what was requisite to sustain it, as doubtless many would have 
rallied to its support. This was the more necessary since in the change 
and increase of population there was an increasing number of dependants 
upon such an institution who would ere long illustrate its importance and 
usefulness, in relation to their own well-being. 

It does not appear that this course was pursued, as it is found by reference 
to the published list of contributors, that collections were still made, mostly 
from old names, in annually diminishing numbers, who must have felt the 
hardship of the continued application, as many of them had connected 
themselves with the Dispensaries near their new residences, thus bearing a 
double burden. 

It is not strange, tidsolore: that the number of contributors annually 
- diminished, nor that the amount realized steadily lessened. For the past 
year the contributions of our citizens generally have not ene to more 
than half the usual sum. 

The withdrawal of State aid, the first in the list of causes of embarrass- 
ment, demands a passing notice. This was formerly fifteen hundred dollars 
annually, but more recently one thousand dollars, which was reduced to 
seven hundred and fifty dollars in 1858, and to five hundred in 1859; a loss 
in two years of seven hundred and fifty dollars. This parsimony of support 
onthe part of the State has been justified by reference to the late low state 
of the public finances and the imperative necessity of economy in the public 
expenditure. Admitting the force of this reason, it is but a temporary one, 
and we can but express the hope that those who urge it will remember to 
restore the amount of donation to its former standard when it ceases to exist. 
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Our city has not failed us in this emergency but has steadily and faith- 
fully paid its usual annual donation. 

With its supposed resources cut off the Board came to fear, as well it 
might, that the cause of the sick poor might suffer in its hands during the 
present struggle, and asked a meeting of the Conference Committees of the 
several Dispensaries to consider its case, and concert if possible measures 
of relief. The convention met and after a full and patient hearing it was 
its opinion that the difficulty admitted of but one solution, viz: that of 
making a direct appeal to the Common Council for aid, inasmuch as none of © 
the other Dispensaries were in a position to extend relief themselves. 

Accordingly, in the month of September, a Committee was appointed to 
bring the subject to the notice of the city government, who drew up a 
petition setting forth the needs and liabilities of this Dispensary, and shed- 
ding the fullest light upon its position and prospects, while the cost of main- 
taining it, and what course it would be driven to pursue if the relief asked 
for were denied, were brought plainly to view. The petition closed with 
an application for the sum of fifteen hundred dollars. This sum was deemed 
the least which could be depended upon to pay debts due, as well as provide 
‘the means to support the institution during another year, or until ways and 
means might be found to render it once more in a measure self-sustaining. 

The petition was presented to the Board of Councilmen and referred, and 
subsequently upon a favorable report, a grant of the sum asked was unan- 
imously made; the same course with the same result was taken in the Board 
of Aldermen, and the bill was promptly approved by the Mayor. 

The Board of Trustees is under great obligations to the members of the 
Common Council generally for thus standing by the institution in its hour of 
trial, and particularly to those members of each board who interested them- 
selves personally in its cause and facilitated the necessary legislation. An 
opportunity has been offered for a mutual good understanding, which has 
been fully improved, and the mutual dependence of the city and the Dis- 
pensaries, plainly felt and freely admitted, and thus the perpetuity of the 
Dispensary system is guaranteed. How far what has been donated by the 
city will go toward rendering this Dispensary able to sustain itself is of 
course uncertain, a great deal depends upon the public. It is twenty years 
since a special grant was asked before, and the Trustees naturally wish that 
it may be as long before a similar request is again made. They have 
labored assiduously to sustain the Dispensary in its fullest efficiency and 
integrity, and cannot but feel that they have done their best thus far, to that 
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pend. if, notwithstanding, it is destined to decline and fall they claim that 


no odium can properly attach io them; if it does, it will be so undeserved 
that it may well be borne, in the faith that time will a out for them 
the benefit of a full justification. 

The expenses of this Dispensary are not far from four thousand dollars 
per annum, and the proportion of this to be made up from the public not far 


| from one thousand dollars. This sum seems little in the statement, and the 


Board ought to be sustained in the belief that it is but litéle in the collec- 


tion, so it has not been however, in its experience. As before remarked, a 


great deal depends upon how promptly and freely our citizens respond to 
our call for means to meet our annual deficiency. Less than one in a thous- 
and inhabitants of our district now gives anything, and this proportion 
must be increased to give permanency to the institution. If the Dispensaries 
are not sustained voluntarily by the people, then they must look to the city, 
and derive their whole support through the medium of the tax levy. It is better 
to have them sustained as they are now; partly by income of funds, partly by 
public aid, and partly bv voluntary contributions of the people : they escape 
a political character by this means, and secure the unpaid services of physi- 
cians and managers. How expensive they would be to the public if the 
system were changed is a matter of plain inference. 

The Dispensaries do their duty by means of small eee liners If their 
whole disbursements per annum were collected by a direct tax, levied upon 
every inhabitant it would not exceed two and a-half cents per head. The 
amount actually contributed by the public, if in like manner, divided among 
the whole population would not exceed half a cent for each individual. In- 


asmuch, therefore, as the amount to be raised is so moderate, there should 


be a rivalry among contributors as to who should be such, rather than the 
unaccountable indifference which we too often find when the subject is 
presented. | } 

It has been urged in former reports that our Dispensaries are, and ever 
have been cheaply administered, owing in a great degree, to the willingness 
with which Physicians consent to serve in them gratuitously ; but the great 
numbers treated help the cheap aspect of the case; for in Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore, though the system is the same, the cost is much 
greater per patient. With London the comparison is fairer, because the 
annual number of patients is much the same asin this city.. London has 
thirty-five Dispensaries, and the annual cost per patient is about fifty cents, 
about four times as much as with us; a part of the excess is no doubt due to 
the Hospital accommodations included in some of the Dispensaries, a feature 


& 
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unknown to ours. There hasbeen a diminution of demand from the poor upon 
the Dispensaries during the past year, the proportion being much the same 
in each Dispensary’s return, which is gratifying ; this was looked for. It 
has been about ten per cent. The total of patients in the five Dispensaries 
having been 134,418 against 149,140 for the previous year. The falling off 
is not large, and considering the circumstances which induced the increase 
in 1858, it should have been greater. 

The whole number of patients Vaccinated has been 12,667, last year 
14,390, a small decrease, due to the unusual freedom of the city from small- 
Pox for the whole year. 

The past year makes up the total of patients treated for sexty-nine years 
by all the Dispensaries to 2,069,804, a most surprising aggregate, equal to 
twice the population of New York and Brooklyn combined, and three times 
that of New York itself. The average number of patients treated by all 
the Dispensaries per diem is four hundred. At the outset, from 1790 to 
1800, when the one Dispensary of the city only opened its doors every other 
day, the aggregate number of patients was less than two per diem. In 
comparing the present with the past it would seem as if sixty-nine 
years ago, the founders of the first Dispensary saw with prophetic vision 
the value of the Dispensary system to New York; that it ‘ was noc for a day 
but for all time,” and especially for such time as it should attain its pres- 
ent metropolitan position. The number of poor patients was not large 
enough to be a burden to the Physicians of that day if served gratuitously 
in all respects, as so many thousands are at this day by the profession at 
large, hence the existing evil, did not require so comprehensive a remedy. 
In this view of the case, New-York will ever have reason to remember 
them with gratitude. 

The following table shows the number of patients, both general and vac- 
cine, treated during the year 1859 at the Eastern Dispensary, with the total 
of each class respectively by way of comparison for the year 1858:

It will be perceived that the decrease is about ten per cent. Last year 
the increase was shown to be about twenty-three per cent. The increase 
averages more than ten per cent. for three years past. his is a large in- 
crease, and if it should continue, while the question, how is the institution 
to be sustained hereafter, remains unsolved, rather an alarming one. 


In the number of patients treated at their houses, there is a decrease of 
106, which is hardly in fair proportion to the general decrease of the year. 


The decrease in Vaccine patients gives rise to the like remark. The cause 
of decrease in this item is however to be found in the freedom of the city 
from small-Pox during the whole year. Fewer deaths from this cause oc- 
curred in this city in 1859 than for twelve years past; no alarm from its 
presence having induced special attention to vaccination it is pleasing to 
find that the decrease both in the practice of this Dispensary and in that 
the others, has been so small. It argues more interest in the subject for its 
own sake. | 

In the total of vaccinations given however, there is not embraced 3395 
persons vaccinated or re-vaccinated by our House Physician at Quarantine ; 
if these are included the previous year is at once exceeded. The reduced 
number of re-vaccinations for the year proves the unexcited state of the 
public mind on the subject, these being most numerous in a time of the most 
apprehension of contagion. The number of re-vaccinations at the Dispen- 
sary for 1858 was 1024, and for 1859—549, a decrease of 475. 

It is proper to apprise the public that vessels arriving at Quarantine

during the year, these included the total is £974 ! 
3 
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having one or more cases of small-Pox on board are detained by the Health 
Officer a few hours, for the removal of the sick, the destruction of the infected 
bedding, and for such cleansing and disinfection as are necessary, and in the 
mean time every person on board liable to the disease, is vaccinated. This 
city would otherwise be in danger of the introduction of small-Pox quite 
frequently. The vaccine used at this important marine station has been 
furnished by this Dispensary for some time past, and the House Physician, 
although not in the regular discharge of his duty, has attended as an aid of 
the Health Officer to facilitate the application of the protective process. 

It is well that these 3395 contagionists from infected vessels were thus 
checked in their design to enter the city regardless of the consequences to 
our citizens, by the exhibition of so apparently simple an antidote. 

Tt will be understood by the foregoing that every one is vaccinated on the . 
infected ships, passengers, crew, officers and all. 

The distribution of vaccine, both commercially and in supplying Physi- 
cians gratuitously for their practice, has been more extensive than in any 
former year.* Sales of vaccine have increased fifty per cent. which has been 
a pleasing fact in the collapsed state of our Treasury. 

The reports of Dispensaries usually deal with figures of such large amount 
as to even shock credulity in many cases. It must be borne in mind that 
the statements are made upon the ample basis of an exact system of Regis- 
ter entries, hence every statement which may be challenged can be proved 
to the satisfaction of the most sceptical One item, the largest of any, is 
that of prescriptions ; these were 63,174 in 1858 and 55,658 in 1859. ‘The 
decrease is in proportion to the decrease of patients. There is no single 
fact in Dispensary statistics which to the common mind brings the usefulness 
of these charities so home as the number of prescriptions dispensed in any 
year. The attention of the Physician, his labor of investigation, the 
apothecary’s service, the value of the medicine prescribed, all are conveyed 
in the single word prescription, not to mention the good of the patient, and 
all these enter the mind at the sound of the word, and demonstrate the utility 
of Dispensaries. There were 292,436 of these valuable concentrations of 
medical knowledge and experience, dispensed to the poor by the several City 
Dispensaries in 1858 and 262,683 in 1859. 

The House Physician and sixteen Attending Physicians, have as Garetne 
fore, deserved the warmest commendations of the Board for their punctu- 
ality and faithfulness. ‘The daily and stated attendance of these at the

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office of the Dispensary in Ludlow-street render it possible for every appli- 
cant in his or her own proper person to receive on demand and without 
undue delay every variety of medical aid, thus removing every disability 
of poverty from the poor in relation to receiving proper relief in sickness. 

The duty of the House Physician is very extensive per se, but the charge 
of the vaccine department imposes a heavy additional task, especially during 
the spring and the first summer months. The skill, readiness, perseverance 
and self-sacrificing faithfulness of Dr. Loines are above all praise. Few 
physicians in New-York, in the opinion of this Board, do as much for, or 
deserve as well of the poor as the House Physician of this Dispensary. 

The Visiting Physicians, three in number, Drs. Derby, Trenor and Morse, 
have found an active call for their services through the year. The province 
of these is the care of the sick who are to be attended and prescribed for at 
their residences. Of course, it is their place to repair to the bed-side of the 
sick during the summer’s heat and winter’s cold, in fact, regardless of wea- 
ther. It will be admitted that the good name of the Dispensary greatly 
depends upon their faithful service. Great confidence is felt in the present 
incumbents of the office, who have won in an especial degree, the regard of 
the Board dnring the past year, by a cheerful offer of gratuitous service for 
three months, while the Board was not in funds to pay them. For the whole 
year it has been a difficult matter to get together the amount of their salaries. 
If this Dispensary is not to be sustained in its present organization, this 
branch of the service is the one which will have to be first sacrificed, if such 
a fact is compatible with the existence of a Dispensary, and much interest 
therefore centres upon this question at this time. Of course, nothing but 
the direst necessity could justify the Board in dismissing tht Visiting Physi- 
clans. | 

The number of patients sent to Hospital has been 918 against 591 for 
1858. The number who died under treatment is 157 against 227 for 1858. 
These two items added together give about the total of dying patients for the 
year. The Hospital patients from their condition and peculiar diseases, 
rarely exchange the comforts of that temporary home for any other resting 
place than the cemetery or the church yard. : 

A leading fact in the history of Dispensaries is the low cost of the very 
adequate and satisfactory service which they render to the class for which 
they are designed. The average cost of treatment to each patient for the 
year 1859 has been 14.7 cents; the cost of medicine per patient 3.8 cents; of 
medicine and dispensing it 6.5 cents; the cost of each prescription 2.83 
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cents; and the average number of prescriptions to each patient 2.28, 
excluding vaccinees.

Out of twenty Physicians on duty there have been but five resignations 
and new appointments during the year. 

Dr. L. D. Radzinsky resigned the Dental chair on account of a change of 
residence, and was succeeded by Dr. H. Dieffenbach a Dentist of the lower 
part of the city 

Dr. G. 'T. Hough removing to another state was succeeded by Dr. John 
Bell, of this city. 

Dr. George Lewis resigned his chair in January last, his place in the Dis- 
pensary was filled by Dr. E. S. Smith. 

Dr. Godfrey Aigner, having received the appointment of House Physi- 
cian to the New York Dispensary, his class, that of Diseases of the Skin, 
was placed in charge of Dr. E. F. Parsons 

This Dispensary, as well as the poor of this city, have incurred a great 
loss in the failure of health and removal of Dr. Jno. W. Corson, although his 
place is well filled by his brother W. C. Corson, M. D. His term of service 
as Attending Physician has been the longest of any since new organization 
of January Ist, 1856. He, in fact, came in with it, and the Board has felt 
his loss the more on that account. 

Upon receiving his resignation, the following resolution was passed unani 
mously by the Board. 
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Resolved, That in accepting the resignation of Dr. J. W. Corson, the 
Trustees of the Eastern Dispensary feel called upon to express their regret 
at the necessity which seems to require it, and to present to him the expres- 
sion of their satisfaction, for the ability, the zeal and the fidelity with which 
he has discharged the duty of Attending Physician to the Institution for 
nearly three years past. 


The Treasurer’s report shows a balance in favor of the Dispensary of 
$113.66. Sundry bills remain unpaid to the amount of $968.67, leaving a 
deficit actually of $855.01. The special city donation of fifteen hundred 
dollars will be made available, it is hoped, early in the new year. The 
Board also holds a claim for interest on its permanent fund. but how soon 
the condition of the Company whose Mortgage Bonds constitute it will en- 
able it to liquidate the amount, is as yet uncertain. 

As before alluded to, the ®tate appropriated five hundred dollars, which 
was received in October, and the City, as usual, semi annually five hundred 
dollars, or one thousand dollars in all. | 

The legacy of one hundred dollars from the estate of Elijah Withington, 
referred to last year, was paid recentiy, on the settlement of this worthy 
man’s estate. His history shows what energy, tact and perseverance will 
do for a man, even burdened, as he was, with the weight of years, and is a 
lesson for the poor and struggling. After an eventful and changing life, he 
found himself at sixty years of age penniless and in extreme want; yet no- 
thing daunted he commenced in a most humble way the business of coffee- 
burning and grinding, and laid the foundation of an extended and prosperous 
business, which he lived to conduct for twenty-five years, and transfer in 
lucrative shape to partners and successors. A large proportion of his estate — 
was devoted to objects of charity, and several of our Dispensaries received a 
remembrance in the sum above named. It may be aptly said to many in 
Christ’s words—“Go and do thou likewise.” 

Two life members, Robert R. Crosby, Esq, and George 'T’. Trimble, Jr., 
have been so constituted during the year. 

Of donations, the list is a lengthier one than usual, embracing with others, 
the names of most of our Trustees, who came forward early in the fall to 
relieve the pressing necessities of the institution, the names and amounts 
will be found stated at length in the Appendix. 

The Trustees of the Lindley Murray fund, a body appointed by the So- 


ciety of Friends of this city, under the will of the celebrated grammarian 


of that name, donated this Dispensary fifty dollars, a most acceptable and 
timely gift. 


: 
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The Seaman Vaccine Certificate has been distributed to 342 persons, last 
year the number issued was 178, an increase of 164. 

The ground upon which the Dispensary stands and the adjacent enclo- 
sure, having become desirable to the County as a site for a Jail to supersede — 
the present contracted premises in Eldridge-street, the’ city a few months 
since took steps to convey it for that purpose. ‘The Board thought it the 
proper occasion to impress upon our municipal government the necessity of 
still providing this institution with shelter, as it had done for more than 
twenty years, when it became necessary for it to leave its present quarters. 
This Dispensary had received a lease in the year 1857 from the city of half 
of the ground referred to, at.a nominal rent, on which to erect a building, but 
no steps has been taken to enter possession for various reasons. The repre- 
sentations of a Committee of the Board had sufficient weight with the 
Common Council to induce them to authorize and direct the Comptroller to 
hire suitable premises for the future occupancy of the Dispensary, and the 
Street Commissioner also, to put them in order for use, and the necessary 
steps will be taken early in the year to that end. In full expectation that 
this course would be pursued, the Board had intimated to the Common 
Council a willingness to waive all claim under the lease, and thus the mat- 
ter has been brought to a conclusion satisfactory to all parties. 

it has been an unusual experience of the Board that any of its members 
died during their terms of service. We have had reason to lament an excep- 
tion during the past year. Our excellent coadjutor and friend, David Sands, 
M. D., departed this life in the month of July. He had been a mem- 
ber the Board for five years. Prior to the last annual election of Trustees 
his health had so far failed that he had a sea voyage in contemplation for its 
possible restoration, and expressed some misgivings about the propriety of 
his remaining in the Board. These he was urged to disregard. This Dis- 
pensary and the poor have lost in him a warm and constant friend, the lead- 
ing charities of the city a faithful co-worker, and the city itself a valued and 
useful citizen, 

If the past year has been one in many senses of troubles and discourage- 
ments, it may be said to end with brighter prospects than it begun, and this 
may be hailed as a good omen indicative of utility and permanence in the 
future, of this indispensable and beneficent public charity.

HOUSE AND VACCINE PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Eastern Dispensary. 


GENTLEMEN,—In common with my fellow-laborers of this city in the de- 
sien of ameliorating the condition of its poor, I feel appalled at the magnitude 
of the work, not to say discouraged, when contemplating the vast burden of 
poverty, crime and suffering which disturbs the repose of the benevolent of 
this vicinity. The poor of New York out-number in proportion those of any 
other city on this Continent and perhaps in the world, whilst the philanthropic 
laborers in the field, whose harvest is only gathered after death, are also 
fewer in proportion. ‘The great immigration has been the chief cause of the 
poverty, while that of the small number of helpers for its relief, and the re- 
moval of those whose feelings might be excited to relieve their suffering 
brethren, must be ascribed to the disagreeable neighbors with which the 
city has become filled, and the pleasanter quarters obtainable elsewhere. 
Hence, the Christian community of this country should be apprised that here 
in this city is a large missionary field for their labors but partially occupied. 
Hundreds of thousands need education in all the branches which aid ‘to 
make good homes, good citizens, and Christians, and often indeed, require 
assistance for their sick and destitute. But I will not attempt to describe 
the abject squalor and degradation, of more than half the population of New 
York! This Dispensary does something towards arresting the downward 
tendency by looking after such of the sick as apply to it, by giving the poor 
advice and medicine, and preventing small-Pox by vaccination and the dis- 
semination of vaccine. But after this is done it can go no further ; although 
it is evident that only those whose duty daily compels them to seek the sick 
in the festering dens of malaria can be safely depended upon to take earnest 
and faithful steps to obviate the causes of that sickness. 

According to the requirements of an annual report, I will sum up in the 
shortest possible manner the operations of this Charity for the past year. 
A summary only is necessary at this time; because there have been given 
in the reports for the preceding five years full analyses of the character 
- of the patients, both general and vaccine, whether treated at the office or at 
their houses; and the nature, names and general treatment of their diseases, 
in regard to months and seasons. Tor obvious reasons these are all omitted 
at present, and on these particular subjects reference can be made to the 
reports of former years, since the general results, and proportions remain 
about the same. Lhe following table embodies a summary of monthly reports :

The number of deaths by small-Pox having been much smaller than usual, 
and the disease having prevailed much less than common, the city demand 
for vaccine from this institution was not as great as in the preceding years. 

The total number vaccinated with virus taken from vaccine patients of © 
this institution in 1859, assuming that every quill vaccinated one person, 
and every tube and crust ten each, was 25,310. 1710 vaccine vesicles on 
972 children had virus taken from them. As an average of about (40 
points was charged from each vesicle, the quantity taken was about 68,400

points. Thus about four times as mach was taken as any use was found 
for. The surplus was always necessarily very great, as I had engaged to 
be ready at all times of the year to vaccinate ship loads of immigrants at 
Quarantine at an hour’s notice. The Health Officer will testify that this 
has been promptly performed whenever requisite, and in such a manner as to 
prevent, as much as possible, the introduction of small-Pox to New York 
through the commerce of the Port. 

1136 good crusts or scabs were secured, and 39 capillary tubes were 
charged. 

4874 infants were seen either at the Dispensary or at their residences 
after vaccination, and found to be protected against small-Pox. 

670 scabs were sold and given away.

The demand for crusts has increased, while that for quill points, which 
is mostly from City physicians, has lessened, naturally, on account of the 
slight appearance of small-Pox during the year. 

I conclude by rendering an acknowledgment of my obligations to all of the 
physicians of this institution for their cordial co-operation during 1559, not 
omitting to mention the able and faithful labors of the apothecary, Mr. J. F

to receive the names of applicants for the services of the Visiting Physicians, 
supervise and classify patients, and act in any department in the absence of the 
Attending Physician ; also to prescribe for cases requiring immediate relief. 


Tue VISITING PHysicrans are at the dispensary at least twice each day. A 
register is kept at the building to receive the name and residence of appli- 
cants for their services. 


The APpoTHECARY is in attendance to put up prescriptions, from 9 o'clock 
A. M. till 5 P. M., (except Sundays,) from the first of October to the first of 
March ; and during the remainder of the year from 8 A. M.to 6 P.M. On 
Sundays, from 9 to 10 A. M., and from 1 to 2 P. M. 


The rooms of the Dispensary are open at hours corresponding to those of 
the attendance of the Apothecary. Patients are not treated at the building on 
Sunday ; but applications are received for the services of the Visiting Phy- 
sicians, and their prescriptions dispensed, at the hours stated above. 


NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


DEMILT DISPENSARY. 


The Managers of the Demilt Dispensary, in accordance 
with their by-laws, present the following Report of their 
proceedings for the twelve months ending December dist, 
1859. 

The Managers take pleasure in saying that they have 
continued to be faithfully served by the several Medical 
Officers attached to the Dispensary during the past year. 
They regret to announce that, in consequence of other pro- 
fessional engagements, Dr. Elder, who has filled the post of 
attending physician for several years, with eminent ability 
and punctuality, has been compelled to resign his con- 
nection with this institution. 

‘The department of diseases of the eye and ear has, during 
the past year, been solely under the charge of Dr. John E, 
McDonald, who has daily attended at the Dispensary build- 
ing; and from his faithful attention to that department, the 
Board anticipate increased usefulness in the cure of diseases 
of the eye and ear in our Dispensary. 

The Treasurer’s Report shows as follows :—

The citizens of New-York have in their midst many 
charitable institutions dependent for support upon their 
voluntary contributions. We do not wish to encroach 
either upon the field of operation belonging to such insti- 
tutions, or to seek for support at their expense ; still we 
desire to press upon the attention of the people of this city 
the cause of the Dispensary system, and to ask at their 
hands that proportion of the charity of this city which is 
properly the due of the Dispensary. 

This Dispensary is intended to supply medical and surgical 
advice and attention, and to furnish medicines, gratuitously, 
to the sick poor of the 18th and 21st Wards of this city. 
The Board have also directed their physicians to supply 
such aid and medicines to the sick poor residing above the

During the past year the Board have been compelled to 
employ an assistant visiting physician, in consequence of 
the great amount of out-door labor required ; and if their 
funds would permit it, could, with great benefit to the health 
of the district, employ regularly another visiting physician. 

The Board have employed a Collector, to solicit the con- 
tributions of the residents of the city, in behalf of this 
Dispensary ; and it is hoped that they will respond to the 
appeal made to them in behalf of this institution, which may 
now be called a necessity to the 18th and 2ist Wards. It is 
only requisite to ask, What would be the effect, if the doors 
of our Dispensary had been closed during the past year, and 
the 27,000 patients treated by our physicians, turned loose 
on the community? in order to impress upon every re- 
flecting mind the value of this institution. 

Our wants require a regular list of subscribers, furnishing 
a sufficient fund to support the institution; and the Man- 
agers confidently appeal to the generosity of our citizens for 
renewed assistance in their work, 

The Managers also rely upon a continuance of the aid 
received from the State and city; but they do not, at this 
time, deem it necessary to repeat the arguments so often 
urged upon. the consideration of the Legislature and 
Common Council.

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EXPLANATION OF THE DIAGRAM. 


In answer to inquiries asking for a description of the principal business rooms 
of the’Demilt Dispensary, with their arrangement, the Managers have procured 
a diagram of the first floor, as shown on the opposite page. 


Omitting fractions, the building is ninety-two feet on the Second Avenue, and 
forty-two feet on Twenty-third-street, with an open space on the other side and 
end. It is three stories besides the basement and sub-cellar. The first story is 
used for Dispensary purposes. The second and third stories are planned to be 
used as a temporary hospital in cases of epidemic. 


Under the classification pursued, the several apartments on the first floor are 
appropriated as follows, viz. : 


No. 1. Diseases of Women. 

Diseases of Eye and Ear. 

House Physician and Vaccination. 

Diseases of Children. 

Diseases of Head and Abdomen. 

Surgery. 

Diseases of Heart and Lungs; and of the Skin.

F. Closet for preparations, &c. 


H. Vaccine Room, to be used when deemed advisable to separate Vaccine 
patients from others, but at present the private room of the Apothecary. 


I. Entrance from outside to room H. 
L, L. Water-Closets. 


At the right of the entrance to No. 2, is the door leading to the basement, 
which is occupied in part by the Janitor and family, and in part by the Labora- 
tory, store-rooms, Xe. 


Rooms 1, 2 and 7, and ©, H, F and M, are inclosed from floor to ceiling. 


All other partitions are carried up only eight feet, leaving five feet in the 
clear above them, for light and ventilation. Ventilators are placed in the walls, 
which keep the air in the rooms pure and agreeable.

REPORT. 


Tag year 1859 is numbered with the past; its close reminds 
the Managers of the North-Western Dispensary of a duty which 
they owe to their patrons and the public, to present a record of 
their labors; and furnish a faithful account of the use they have 
made of the means placed in their hands. 

Ever ready as they have been, and are, to act as the almoners 
of the bounty of the benevolent, they feel equally ready to 
render a prompt account of their stewardship. Engaged as 
they are in a work which ever presses upon them, demanding 
their most assiduous labors and anxious solicitude, they feel at 
the same time that the cause in which they are engaged presses 
with equal force its claims upon the benevolent public; and it 
would afford them unspeakable pleasure could they bear testi- 
mony to an equal promptness on the part of both donors and 
almoners in the performance of their respective duties ; but 
seven years experience in the work has confirmed the painful 
truth, that while there could be those found with the self-denial 
necessary to perform the labor, there has not been an adequate 
supply of “ material aid” from those to whom Providence had 
entrusted the gold and silver—which is equally essential in this 
heaven-born, benevolent work in which we are engaged. 

The year has been one of peculiar trial in conducting the 
financial affairs of our institution. One of the principal sources 
of its means having partially failed—the Legislature of our 
State, which has heretofore made an annual grant of $1,000, 
reduced it at their last session to one-half that amount ; and 


6 


private donations to our funds, which are ever limited in 
amount and difficult to obtain, have the past year been more 
limited and difficult to obtain. 

The Managers would not be unmindful of the liberality of 
those who have contributed to their treasury, and whom they 
would here remember with gratitude ; they have found, and 
will ever find, that “‘it is more blessed to give than receive,” 
and in this is their great reward. 

The Managers cannot but regret, and even deprecate the 
mistaken policy of our legislators at Albany, which will single 
out such institutions as Orphan Asylums and Dispensaries, 
and by a curtailment or entire cutting off of the annual pit- 
tance to them, cripple or entirely destroy their usefulness— and 
call it economy! It needs but little reflection to be convinced 
that such acts are anything but economizing the people’s 
money. And when the truth comes back upon our Legislature 
(as it must come) in remonstrances and petitions from 
those crippled and struggling institutions, whose very exist- 
ence has been endangered, there must be an overwhelming 
conviction that a wrong—a grievous wrong—has been com- 
mitted on some of the most worthy charities of our land. 

To say that it has been a question of life and death, of con- 
tinued existence or of disbanding, in the minds and delibera- 
tions of the Managers of the North-Western Dispensary, would 
only be to repeat a too painful truth; but in turning their eyes 
to the disease-stricken poor—in listening to their piteous appeal 
for aid—in seeing, and hearing, and feeling that suffering and 
death was in the habitations of the children of want, there 
could be no question as to what was duty, and in an unwaver- 
ing trust ina kind Providence that had hitherto sustained them, 
they resolved to go forward, and continue to send forth healing 
streams, though from a diminished fountain. 

The following figures will give a view of what has been ac- 
complished, as far as figures can show, for, notwithstanding it is 
said that “figures cannot lie,” yet in our use of them they fail 
to tell the whole truth as to the amount of the labor performed :

An unusually healthy summer has tended to show a dimin- 
ished number of patients treated during the past year as com- 
pared with the year 1858, a kind Providence having favored us 
in this, for which we should be grateful ; had it been otherwise, 
and pestilence should have visited us instead, our treasury 
would have shown a greater deficiency than it does. We trust 
that warm hearts and liberal hands may be raised up to re- 
plenish our exhausted treasury. __ 

The subject of an appropriate building for our Dispensary, 
has been a source of anxiety and constant theme of delibera- 
tion and discussion for another year in our Board, with very 
little, ifany better prospect of accomplishing the object, except 
from some extraordinary good fortune. 

At the monthly meeting of the Board, in June last, a propo- 
sition was made by Doctor Mortimer G. Porter—one of the 
Physicians connected with our institution since its foundation— 
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to devote a portion of his time in making an effort among 
our wealthy citizens to raise a building fund. The Board ac- 
ceded to the proposal, and authorized him to make appeals in 
their behalf. He entered upon the work with sanguine hopes 
of accomplishing something for this most desirable end ; and 
now, after eight months’ labor, with occasional interruptions 
during the summer, we have as the result of the movement 
what is set forth in the following report just presented to the 
Board : 


- New-York, Dec. 14th, 1859. 
To the Managers of the North-Western Dispensary : 


GENTLEMEN, 


Presuming that you might desire before the close of 
the current year to be informed concerning my progress in 
procuring subscriptions to the “ building fund,” I beg leave to 
report that the amount now upon my book is a little over two 
thousand dollars. 

More than one-half of this sum has been subscribed by mem- 
bers of your own Board, and four hundred ($400) dollars has 
been paid in, and is deposited in bank. 

Besides members of your own Board, I have called npon 
about one hundred other prominent citizens, some of whom 
have responded promptly and satisfactory, though the majority 
have declined to give because of the numerous calls already 
made upon them during the past year. I regret that I have 
been unable to accomplish more; but during the summer months 
I was obliged to suspend operations, on account of the absence 
of so many from the city ; and since the first of September, 
although I have devoted all the time to the work that I could 
reasonably spare from the duties of my profession, the re- 
sponses have been so moderate, and so infrequent, that I have 
progressed very slowly. 

Now that the undertaking is fairly inaugurated, however, I 
feel encouraged to hope that subscriptions will hereafter be 
more liberal and frequent, and that we shall in the course of 
the next six months realize a sum sufficient to enable us, at 
least, to commence our building.~ I have still a long list of per- 
sons to call upon, and propose to continue my exertions as long 
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as there shall appear the smallest prospect of accomplishing 
the object we have in view; and in order that the prospect may 
be strengthened, I trust I shall receive the earnest co-operation 
of each and every member of the Board.

Thus it will be seen that the initiatory step has been taken 
in this all-important work of raising a building fund ; but so 
inadequate is the sum, that it may be said to be only a begin- 
ning compared with what is needed, say $15,000 to $20,000. 
To those who have contributed in raising this nucleus of the 
fund, the Managers tender their sincere thanks, and assure 
them that it shall be held sacred to that object alone. 

The Managers are still constrained to urge upon those who 
have not yet contributed, to respond to this loud call which the 
cause of humanity is making upon them, more emphatically 
than any language of ours can express it, to give dberally and 
promptly, that the North-Western Dispensary may soon have a 
suitable edifice in which its noble work of “healing the sick” 
may be efficiently prosecuted. 

Our noble band of in and out-door Physicians have unwear- 
iedly performed their arduous duties during another year amid 
the inconveniences of our present illy-adapted premises. And 
their repeated appeals to the Managers for relief from these in- 
conveniences, is the cause of the repeated appeals made to the 
patrons of our institution to furnish the means to afford the re- 
hef they require. 

Will some generous-hearted philanthropist respond to 
our appeal, and rear a monument’ that shall speak his praise 
when he and his children’s children shall have passed away 
from earth ? 

The Managers in reviewing the labors of the year just closed, 
feel that they can say, under a deep consciousness of their re- 
sponsibility to those whose almoners they are—and of their ac- 
countability to Him to whom we all must render an account— 
that they have endeavored faithfully to perform the duties 
assigned them, notwithstanding the many discouragements at- 
tending their work, and that every worthy case presented for 
their aid has been promptly met, and multitudes who came in 
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their squalid misery have rejoiced in sufferings relieved; many 
who were drawing nigh to the gates of death have, under Pro- 
vidence, been saved by the timely aid afforded by physicians of 
ous Dispensary. And the reflection should be one of satisfac- 
tion to both those who labor and those who furnish material 
aid, that life, health, glad hearts and happy homes are the 
results that have flowed from the sacrifices thus made. And 
when at last we and they shall stand before the Judge, and he 
shall say “I was sick and ye visited me,” and the humble in- 
terrogation shall come from our lips, “‘ When saw we thee sick 
and came unto thee?” the assurance from his gracious lips of 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me, enter ye into the joy of your Lord,” shall be our passport 
into heaven, and our ample, eternal reward.

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REPORT OF THE FIRST DISTRICT. 


To the Trustees of the North-Western Dispensary: 


GENTLEMEN : 


There have been treated at their homes, in the First 
District, during the past year, 1,673 patients. The results will 
be found in the annexed statistical table. 

The number is somewhat less than that of the year previous, 
owing, perhaps, to the comparatively good character of the 
public health. No epidemics have marked the calendar of 1859, 
and there is great cause for thankfulness that we have been 
spared the ravages of infectious disorders, which, were they 
wafted to us from abroad, would find many a fruitful harvest 
anywhere among our tenant population. The old evils still 
exist in all their potency, and all hope of relief seems as far 
off as ever. Until the wrong construction of tenement houses 
is remedied, ‘“ the terrible general mortality of New York can- 
not, reasonably, be a matter of surprise.” 

Seventy-one (71) deaths have occurred in the District. A 
mortality of 44d per cent. of those visited, which is at the same 
rate as for the year previous. Consumption and diseases of 
the lungs in general, proved fatal in twenty-five (25) cases. 
Scarlet Fever and its sequels carried off six (6). This disease, 
and Measles especially, have been very rife for the past three 
months in the district, constituting by far the larger propor- 
tion of the disorders affecting children. Twenty (20) of the 
deaths were of those found dying at the first visit, and ten (10) 
or twelve (12) others were not in a state to be benefited in any 
way by medical treatment when seen. 

Under the head of discharged, are included a number not 
found, some transferred to private physicians, some improper 
objects, and a few suddenly dead, referred to the Coroners. 
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During the last three or four months, my associate has kindly 
visited such patients as lived in and above 39th Street, thus 
lightening my labors considerably. I suggest that it would be 
a desirable plan to redistrict the territory.

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REPORT OF THE SECOND & THIRD DISTRICTS, 


New-York, January 1, 1860. 


To the Trustees of the North-Western Dispensary : 
GENTLEMEN : 


In making this, my Seventh Annual Report of the 
work performed in the Second District during the last year, I 
have little to offer in addition to the statistical information con- 
tained in the annexed tables. 

By reference to them, it will be seen that there have been 
attended at their homes during this time, eight hundred and 
five (805) new patients, of which six hundred and eighteen 
(618) have been discharged as well or relieved ; twenty-six 
(26) have died ; twenty-three (23) were sent to the hospital ; 
seventy-nine (79) were transferred in-doors or to private phy- 
sicians, while thirty (30) were not found, and eight (8) were 
rejected as being improper persons to receive the benefits of 


_ this charity. Of the thirty (30) remaining under treatment 


from month to month, two (2) have died and twenty-eight (28) 
have been discharged as well, or relieved, or sent to hospital. 
For the first time in six years, it will be noticed that the 
aggregate number of patients attended in the district has 
diminished from the previous year. This is readily and satis- 
factorily accounted for, first in the fact that the past year has 
been one of extraordinary health, especially in sparsely settled 
localities ; but perhaps more particularly is it referable to the 
change constantly and rapidly going on in the improvement in 
this part of the city ; whole blocks of shanties and cheap tene- 
ment houses having given way to first-class structures, those 
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occupying these localities heretofore, removing generally be- 
yond the Dispensary limits: and finally, the destruction of the 
piggeries seemed to banish almost the last source of sickness 
from the district. 

Owing to this state of things, it will doubtless, at no distant 
time, be deemed advisable to reconstruct the district bounda- 
ries—indeed, I have already been assisting the Physician of the 
First District in his duties during the last three or four months. 

In conclasion, I would again endeavor to impress upon the 
Board of Trustees the absolute necessity there exists for a new 
building for the Dispensary. The present accommodations are 
utterly inadequate to its wants and necessities : the interests 
of the institution must continue to suffer, as they have hereto- 
fore, until these wants are supplied. I hazard nothing in say- 
ing, that its usefulness would be increased to a very great ex- 
tent if this were done.

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ACT OF INCORPORATION AND BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


NORTH-WESTERN DISPENSARY 


IN THE 


CITY OF NEW YORK. 


THE undersigned, each and every of them, of full age, and citizens of the 
State of New-York, desire to associate themselves for the benevolent and 
charitable objects hereinafter expressed, and that they and their successors 
may become a body politic and corporate, and under and by virtue of the act 
of the Legislature of the State of New-York, entitled, ‘‘ An Act for the Incor- 
poration of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific and Missionary Societies,’’ passed 
April 12th, 1848, do hereby, in compliance with the requirements of said act, 
make, sign, and acknowledge this certificate in writing, as follows, viz. : 

First.—That the name by which such Society shall be known in the Law is 
‘The North-Western Dispensary in the City of New-York.’’ 

Second.—That the business thereof shall be conducted in the city and county 
of New-York. 

Third.—That the purpose of such Society shall be to provide and furnish 
Medicines and Medical and Surgical aid to such sick and indigent persons as 
are unable to procure the same, and who may reside in the city of New-York, 
in such parts west of the Fifth Avenue as the Managers may, from time to 
time, in their By-Laws designate. 

Fourth.—That the number of Managers of such Society shall be twenty- 
five. 

Fifth.—That the names of the managers of such Society for the first 
year of its existence are as follow, viz.: James F. Chamberlain, John A. 
King, Jr., Russell E. Glover, Daniel Wilson, John F. Fisher, William J. Peck, 
Perrin Burdick, T. Colden Cooper, Jerome P. Ostrom, Samuel J. Goodenough, 
James Reeve, Theodore Martine, Joseph 8.

BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


NORTH-WESTERN DISPENSARY, 


ADOPTED OCTOBER, 1852. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


ANNUAL MEMBERS. 


Sze. 1. Any male adult person who shall contribute for the benefit of this 
Society the sum of five dollars, shall thereby become a member thereof, and 
continue so to be for the space of one year from and after the time of making 
such contribution. 


LIFE MEMBERS, 


Suc. 2. Any male adult person who shall, during any one year, contribute 
for the benefit of this Society the sum of fifty dollars, shall be by virtue a 
member of this Society for life. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF MEMBERS. 


NOTICE THEREOF —ANNUAL REPORT—ELECTION OF MANAGERS —INSPECTORS. 


Sec. 3. There shall be annually a meeting of the members of this Society, 
which shall be held on the second Wednesday of J anuary, at half-past seven 
o'clock in the evening, at the Dispensary, or at such other place as the Board 
of Managers may designate. The Board of Managers shall present to this 
meeting a full report of their proceedings during the past year, and the con- 
dition of the Society at the date of the report, and direct the printing or other 
disposition of the same, after which report the Managers for the ensuing year 
shall be elected, under the inspection of three of the Managers, who shall at a 
previous monthly meeting of the Managers be appointed for that purpose. 


CERTIFICATE OF ELECTION. 


Suc. 4. As soon as the poll is closed, the Inspectors shall examine the ballots, 
and execute a certificate under their hands and seals declaring the names of 
the twenty-five persons having a plurality of votes, and the same shall be 
entered on the records of the Society, and the Secretary shall immediately 
notify them of their election and of the next stated monthly meeting of the 
Board of Managers. 
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VACANCIES HOW FILLED. 


Suc. 5. Whenever any vacancy shall happen among the Managers by death, 
resignation, or neglect to serve, such vacancy may be filled by the Board of 
Managers at a monthly meeting thereof. Such election shall be by ballot after 
open nomination. 


STATED MEETING OF MANAGERS. 


Sec. 6. A stated meeting of the Board of Managers shall be held at the Dis- 
pensary, unless otherwise directed by the Board of Managers, on the second 
Wednesday of every month, at half-past seven o’clock P. M. 


FAILURE TO ATTEND— SEAT VACANT. 


Sec. 7. If any Manager fails to attend at any three consecutive monthly 
meetings without being excused, his seat may be declared vacant, and he shall 
no longer be a Manager of said Society. 


OFFICERS. 


Sec. 8. At the first meeting of the Board of Managers after an annual 
election, they shall by ballot elect from their number a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Treasurer and aSecretary. A majority of votes shall be necessary 
to a choice of the above officers. There shall also be chosen at the same time 
from among their number the following Committees, each committee consist- 
ing of three, viz. : a Committee on Finance ; a Committee on Conference; a 
Committee on Supplies ; also a Visiting Committee of two of their number for. 
each month in the year. Such committees shall be chosen by resolution, unless 
objection to that mode of their election be made by at least three Managers, 
in which case the election shall be by ballot, and a majority of votes shall be 
necessary to a choice. The President shall ex officio be a member of each of 
said committees. 


VACANCIES HOW FILLED. 


Src. 9. If during the year any vacancy occurs in any of the above officers or 
committees by death, resignation, inability, or failure of the occupant to serve, 
the same may be filled at any of the monthly meetings, provided the Secretary 
in notifying such monthly meetings also state that such officer or member of 
a committee will be elected thereat. 


DUTY OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Src. 10. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at the annual meet- 
ing of the members and at all meetings of the Board; to call extra meetings 
thereof whenever requested in writing by two of the Managers; to visit the 
Dispensary at least once in each month during his term of office, and to enter 
the date of such visits in the minutes of the Visiting Committee. 


eee 
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OF VICE-PRESIDENT. 


Sec. 11. If the President be absent from any meeting, the 1st Vice-President 
if present, if not, the 2d Vice-President, shall preside ; and in case of continued 
absence from the city or inability to act, the Ist Vice-President shall perform 
all the other duties required of the President till the next annual election. In 
case of the absence of the President and both Vice-Presidents from any meet- 
ing, a chairman shall be chosen from the Managers present, who shall preside 
at such meeting. 


OF THE SECRETARY. 


Szc. 12. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to issue notices to the Mana- 
gers of all the meetings of the Board ; to keep accurate minutes of such meet. 
ings, and of the proceedings of each annual meeting of the members; to read 
and engross the same when approved; to keep the poll-list at the annual 
election of the Managers ; to prepare the Annual Report of the Board of Man- 
agers; toread and file all reports and communications, and to keep in his 
possession all the evidences of property belonging to the Society, and the cor- 
porate seal; and he shall deliver over the same, together with the record and 
all other papers belonging to the Society to his successor in office. 


OF THE TREASURER. 


Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all the funds of the 
Society, and have the care thereof ; to keep all such funds as are not required 
for immediate use on deposit in one of the Banks in the city of New-York, or 
in the New-York Life and Trust Company, or otherwise to invest or loan the 
same, or any part thereof as, and whenever the Finance Committee shall 
direct, and to pay and disburse all moneys on the written order of the Finance 
Committee, and in no other way whatever ; to obey all the directions of the 
Finance Committee in reference to the funds of the institution, and in refer- 
ence to adopting measures for the collection thereof, and to render to said 
Committee at each monthly meeting thereof a full statement of receipts and 
payments, and also the balance of money on hand ; also to deliver to the said 
Committee all bills presented to him for payment, in order that they may be 
audited, and to furnish an annual report of the receipts and expenditures, a 
statement of the funds, and in what manner invested, to each annual meeting 
of the members of the Society ; and at the expiration of his term of office to 
deliver over to his successor all moneys, evidences of debt, and other property 
and papers in his possession belonging to the Society. 


OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee (two of whom shall 
be a quorum) to meet at least once in each month ; to keep a record of their pro- 
ceedings, which shall be submitted to the Board at each monthly meeting 
thereof ; to direct the loan or investment by the Treasurer under their super- 
vision of all moneys given to the Society for the purpose of constituting a 
permanent fund, all bequests of money that have been or may be made to the 
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Society, and all moneys paid to constitute persons Life Members of the same, 
in or upon bond and mortgages, on improved unencumbered real estate in the 
city of New-York, or in the city of Brooklyn, worth at least double the sum 
loaned thereon, bearing interest payable half yearly ; or in or upon stocks of 
the City or State of New-York, or of the United States; to call in all sums 
loaned, and to direct the sale of any bond and mortgage or stock belonging to 
the Society, whenever instructed by the Board ; to examine all accounts pre- 
sented, and if found correct, to audit the same before the the payment thereof ; 
to examine, and if correct, to approve of the monthly accounts of the Treasurer ; 
to recommend to the Board such modes of raising the requisite funds as any 
exigencies may require, and to do such other things as the pecuniary wants of 
the Society may call for, and as the Board may from time to time direct. 


BEQUESTS—PERMANENT FUND. 


Sec. 15. In case any money shall have been or shall be bequeathed to this 
Society, the same shall be considered as belonging to the Permanent Fund, 
and shall immediately after its receipt be deposited in one or more of the Bank, 
of the city of New-York, or in the New-York Life and Trust Company, as pro- 
vided for in Sec. 13 of these By-Laws ; and such money shall not be otherwise 
invested or disposed of, except to be invested and loaned in pursuance of the 
provisions of the said Section, unless in pursuance of a resolution of the Board 
of Managers; but the interest derived from such moneys may be applied as 
received towards paying the current expenses of the Dispensary. 


HOW DRAWN. 


Src. 16. No portion of the principal moneys mentioned in the last Section, 
or of any donation which may be made to this Society to constitute a Perma- 
nent Fund, shall, after being deposited in a Bank, or in the New-York Life 
and Trust Company, be drawn therefrom, except by a draft signed by the 
President and Treasurer of this Society. 


OF THE COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE. 


Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Conference to meet with 
similar committees which may be appointed by the other Dispensaries of the 
city, and devise and recommend to the Board such means as they, upon con- 
sultation, shall agree upon for the purpose of obtaining necessary and perma- 
nent pecuniary annual aid for each Dispensary from the Legislature of the 
State, the Common Council of the city, and the Commissioners of Emigration, 
and to recommend to the Board such other,measures as the several committees 
shall deem advisable to promote the interests of the Dispensaries in the city of 
New-York. 


OF THE COMMITTEE OF SUPPLIES. 


Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Supplies to direct the pro- 
curement of all articles required for the Dispensary, and to register the same 
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in the book to be kept in the Apothecary’s Department for that purpose ; to 
have the general care and superintendence of the Dispensary building and 
premises, and to keep the same in repair. 


OF THE VISITING COMMITTEE. 


Sec. 19. It shall be the duty of the members of the Visiting Committee to 
arrange with each other so that the Dispensary shall be visited by one of the 
members at least three times in each week during the month. An entry of 
such meeting shall be made by one of the Committee in the minutes of the 
Visiting Committee, which shall be kept at the Dispensary ; and it shall be 
the duty of each member of said Committee, who makes a visit in pursuance 
of such arrangement or otherwise, to enter in said minutes the day and hour 
the visit is made, what physician, if any, is in attendance, with such remarks 
as he may deem proper. In case any complaint be made to him against any 
of the officers, members, or employees of the Society, he shall report the same 
to the Board if, upon inquiry, he shall be satisfied there is reasonable ground 
for complaint. 


TERRITORY. 


Src. 20. That portion of the city of New-York, to the destitute poor of which 
this Society undertakes to furnish medical and surgical attendance, and medi- 
cines gratuitously, is comprised between the centre of 5th Avenue and the 
Hudson River, and north of 23d street indefinitely ; and shall be divided into 
three districts, as follow : All that portion of said territory lying between 23d 
and 42d streets and the 5th and 8th Avenues shall constitute the first district ; 
that portion lying between 23d and 42d streets, the 8th Avenue and the Hud- 
son River, shall constitute the second district. The third district shall com- 
prise all that portion of the said territory lying above 42d street. 


BOARD OF PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS. 


Sec. 21. There shall be appointed each year by the Board— 
Two Consulting Physicians. 

Two Consulting Surgeons. 

Three Visiting Physicians, one for each district. 

One Apothecary. 

Twelve Attending Physicians (two for each class of diseases). 
One Assistant Physician, to act whenever occasion requires. 


VISITING PHYSICIANS. 
Sec. 22. Each Visiting Physician shall take charge of all patients requiring 
medical aid at their dwellings, residing within the district for which he is ap- 
pointed, who are registered, either at his residence or at the Dispensary. 


COMPENSATION. 
Src. 23. Each Visiting Physician shall hold his office during the pleasure of 
the Board, and receive such compensation for his services as the Board may 
prescribe, which shall be in equal monthly payments. 
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CALL AT DISPENSARY—HOW OFTEN—-KEEP RECORD. 


Sec. 24. Each Visiting Physician shall visit the Dispensary once in the fore- 
noon and once in the afternoon of each day, except Sunday, and on that day 
once in the forenoon, and keep a book in which he shall enter daily the names 
at length of each person attended by him during the day, with the address of 
the person so attended. 


ENTER SAME IN REGISTER AT DISPENSARY,. 


Src. 25. Each Visiting Physician shall daily enter in the Register of patients 
treated in the several districts, to be kept in the Apothecary’s Department, the 
name, age, nativity, sex, condition and disease of each patient visited for the 
first time, and under treatment, and report monthly to the Board the number 
of patients so treated during the preceding month, with the results; also what 
diseases have during the same period been most prevalent in his district, and 
such information as in his opinion the interests of the Society require should 
be communicated to the Board ; and, at the end of the corporate year, make 
return of all patients treated during the year, giving the nativity, sex, and 
results, with such remarks and observations in regard to the diseases of the 
patients treated by him, and the causes thereof, as he may deem proper. 


ASSISTANT PHYSICIAN-——DUTIES. 


Sec. 26. The Board may appoint an Assistant Visiting Physician, whose 
duty it shall be, in case of inability or failure on the part of either of the 
Visiting Physicians, to perform the duties of his department, upon notice being 
given him by the Visiting Committee to enter upon and perform the duties of 
that office so long as the Visiting Committee may deem necessary ; for which 
services as long as he performs the same he shall be entitled -to the salary ap- 
propriated to such Visiting Physician, and in seasons of unusual sickness, or 
whenever the whole number of patients cannot be properly and duly attended 
to by the Visiting Physician, he shall enter upon duty as Assistant Visiting 
Physician, and so continue so long as the Visiting Committee may deem neces- ~ 
sary, for the performance of which service the Board may allow him such com- 
pensation as they may deem just, at a rate not exceeding the salary of the 
Visiting Physician. 


CLASSES OF DISEASES. 


Sec. 27. All patients treated at the Dispensary shall be arranged into classi- 
fications, as follow : 
Ist. Diseases of the heart, lungs and throat. 
2d. Diseases of the head and bowels, rheumatism and fevers. 
8d. Diseases of the eye, ear and skin. 
4th. Surgery. 
5th. Diseases of women. 
6th, Children, 
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TWO ATTENDING PHYSICIANS TO EACH CLASS. 


Sgc. 28. To each of said classes there shall be assigned by the Board of Man- 
agers two Physicians, who shall be known as Attending Physicians, and whose 
duty it shall be to attend and treat patients at the Dispensary every day except 
Sunday, during such hour between 9 A. M. and 3 P. M. as the Board may, 
from time to time, determine ; and each Attending Physician shall arrange 
with his associate for the performance of their respective duties, during the 
hour which may, from time to time, be fixed for the treatment of patients be- 
longing to the class to which such Physicians shall be assigned. It shall be 
the duty of such Physicians as may be in attendance, upon the first call of a 
patient, to prescribe for him or her, if in his judgment it is necessary, furnish- 
ing to the patient a memorandum, expressing therein the classification to which 
his or her disease belongs, and stating the hour of the day in which his or her 
case will thereafter be treated by the Physician having charge of said classifi- 
cation. The Attending Physicians shall, as they may prove qualified, have 
the preference over any Physicians not in the Institution to any of the offices 
that may become vacant. 


KEEP RECORD. 


Sec. 29. Each Attending Physician shall enter daily in a General Register, 
to be kept for that purpose in the prescribing room, the name, age, nativity, 
sex, condition and disease of each patient treated by him for the first time, 
for the disease under treatment. 


ATTENDING PHYSICIAN TO VISIT PATIENTS AT RESIDENCE IN CERTAIN CASES. 


Sec. 30. Any patient who has been treated at the Dispensary by any Attend- 
ing Physician may, if deemed necessary by the Physician or Physicians having 
charge of the case, be attended also at his or her place of residence ; such 
patient to be entered on the Register of the Visiting Physician of the district 
in which such patient resides ; and such patients in cases of peculiar interest 
or danger, may be visited by the Attending Physician or Physicians who first 
had charge of the case in conjunction with the Visiting Physician ; and in all 
cases, at the request of the latter officer, it shall be the duty of the Attending 
Physician or Physicians to visit such patients as belong to their respective 
classification, who may be in circumstances of peculiar danger. 


ATTENDING PHYSICIAN TO FIND SUBSTITUTE WHEN ABSENT. 


Sec. 31. No Attending Physician shall absent himself from duty for more 
than one month at a time without finding a substitute who shall be approved 
by the Visiting Committee. In case of his absence for a less period than that 
above named, he shall furnish a substitute who shall have the approbation of 
said Committee. 


CONSULTATIONS. 


Sec. 32. The Attending Physicians shall hold a consultation on every case 
that may require it, and may call upon the Consulting Physicians and Sur- 
geons for their advice whenever they think proper. 
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PRESCRIPTIONS TO BE IN WRITING. 


Src. 38. It shall be the duty of the Physicians to leave with each patient 
their prescription in writing, and furnish plain directions for taking such 
medicines as they may prescribe. 


UNWORTHY APPLICANTS TO BE REJECTED. 


Suc. 84. The physicians shall have power to reject unworthy applicants 
from the benefits of the Society, provided that the reasons for such rejection 
be entered upon the Register for the inspection of the Board of Managers. 


THE APOTHECARY. 


Sec. 35. The Apothecary shall be in attendance at the Dispensary (Sundays 
excepted) from 8 o’clock A. M. till half past 4 P. M. from the Ist of October 
to the Ist of March ; and during the remainder of the year from 8 o’clock 
A. M. to 6 P. M. and until sunset on any day (except Sunday) if the Visiting 
Committee require it, and on Sundays from 9 to 10 A. M. and from 1 to 2 
o’clock P. M. 


DUTIES AS TO DISPENSARY. 


Src. 86. He shall have entire charge of the Dispensary, and be responsible 
for the good order of the same ; keeping up the requisite supply of medicines, 
to be procured under the directions of one or more members of the Committee 
on Supplies. In the absence of the Committee, articles of medicine of indis- 
pensable necessity may be procured by the Apothecary. Such articles before 
being procured by the Apothecary shall be entered by him in the Register of 
Supplies kept by said Committee. He shall compound such articles as are 
usually compounded in Apothecaries’ shops. 


DUTIES AS TO COMPOUNDING MEDICINES. 


Src. 37. He shall prepare and compound the medicines prescribed by the 
Physicians, and keep a regular file of all prescriptions for reference. He shall 
dispense no medicines without a written prescription from a Physician of the 
Dispensary. 

CUPPING AND BLEEDING, AND EXTRACTING TEETH. 

Sec. 88. He shall cup, bleed, vaccinate and extract the teeth of any 

patient, at the request of either of the Physicians. 


AS TO REGISTERS. 
Src. 39. He shall see that the Registers for patients under treatment by the 
Attending and Visiting Physicians are properly taken care of, and put in their 
respective places every morning. 


RECORD OF ATTENDANCE OF PHYSICIANS. 


Suc. 40. He shall daily register in a book, to be kept for that purpose, the 
hour which each Physician attends at the Dispensary, which book shall be 
laid before the Board at each of its monthly meetings. 
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RECEIVE NAMES OF APPLICANTS. 


Sec. 41. It shall be his duty to receive the names of applicants for the services 
of each of the Visiting Physicians, noting them with their residences, to be 
particularly described in the register of patients for each district. 


TO HAVE AN ASSISTANT. 


Sec. 42. The Apothecary shall be provided by the Board of Managers with 
an intelligent, industrious boy, at least fourteen years of age, to aysist him in 
all matters connected with his department, to keep, under the Apothecary’s 
direction, in proper order, the rooms occupied by the Attending Physicians 
and patients, and that appropriated to the use of the Board of Managers or of 
Special Committees, and generally to perform all such duties as may reason- 
ably be required of him by the Apothecary. But the Apothecary shall not 
permit such boy in any case to compound medicines, except under his im- 
mediate direction and supervision, he being held strictly accountable to the 
Board of Managers for the accuracy and fidelity with which all the duties 
appertaining in any wise to his department are performed. 


TO MAKE MONTHLY REPORTS. 


Sec. 43. The Apothecary shall make a general report monthly of all patients 
treated, with the results, and at the end of the corporate year, present to the 
Board of Managers a statement showing the aggregate number, nativity and 
sex of the patients treated during the year, with the results. 


AS TO PATIENTS AFTER DISPENSARY HOURS. 


Sec. 44. He shall refer all patients requiring the services of either of the 
Visiting Physicians, after the Dispensary shall have closed, to the Physician 
of the district in which such patient resides. 


COMPENSATION, 


Sec. 45. He shall receive such compensation for his services as the Board 
may prescribe, payable in equal monthly payments. 


RULES FOR PATIENTS. 


Sec. 46. All persons admitted to the benefits of the Dispensary, shall con- 
form to the directions and prescriptions of the Physician in regard to medicine, 
diet, and other matters necessary to their recovery, and shall take care of, 
cleanse, and return to the Dispensary, all phials, gallipots and utensils de- 
livered to them ; and, in case of neglect or disobedience in either respect, shall 
no longer be entitled to the benefit of the Dispensary. 

Lying-in women are not properly objects of this Society, but in extraordi- 
nary cases of labor, or where medical aid may be necessary after delivery, 
they may be attended by any of the Physicians. 
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ABSENT FOR TWO WEEKS—A DISCHARGE. 


Sno. 47. If any patient shall continue absent from the Dispensary for the 
space of two weeks, such patient shall be considered as discharged, unless such 
reason be given by the absent person as, in the judgment of the attending 
Physician, shall seem satisfactory. 


APARTMENTS. 


‘Suc. 48. No male patient shall enter the female apartment, and no female 
that of the male. 


NO SMOKING. 


Gro. 49. No smoking shall be allowed in any of the reception rooms. 


PATIENTS TO RETIRE. 


Sec. 50. As goon as the patients shall have been prescribed for, and fur- 
nished with medicine, they shall immediately retire. 


REGISTERS. 


Sec. 51. There shall be kept at the Dispensary the following Registers : 
1. Minutes of Visiting Committee. 
2. Register of Supplies. 
3. Register of Attendance of Physicians. 
4. General Register. 
5. Register of Patients of each District. 
6. Vaccine Register. 


SALARIES. 


Ssc. 52. No motion to alter the salary of any officer or employee of the 
Dispensary shall be entertained, unless the Manager making the same shall, 
at a previous meeting, have given notice in writing of his intention to move 
for such alteration. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS AT ANNUAL MEETINGS. 


Src. 53. The order of business at the Annual Meetings shall be as follows : 


1. The Report of the Board of Managers, including the Report of the 
Treasurer. 

2. Motions and Resolutions. 

3. Election of the Board of Managers for the ensuing year. 

4. The reading of the Certificate of the Inspectors of the Election, designa- 
ting the members elected. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS AT STATED MEETINGS. 


Sec. 54. The order of business at the Monthly Meetings of the Board of 
Managers shall be as follows : 
1. The reading and correcting of Minutes of the last Monthl y Meeting, and 
of any Special Meeting held subsequent thereto. 
2. Reports of Visiting Committee. 
3. Visiting Physician’s Monthly Report. 
4. Apothecary’s Monthly Report. 
5. Minutes of the Finance Committee, including the Treasurer’s Monthly 
Account. 
6. Reports of Standing Committees. 
7. Reports of Select Committees. 
8. Communications, Motions, Resolutions and Notices. 
9. Unfinished Business. 
10. Filling Vacancies. 
11. Announce Visiting Committee for the month. 


QUESTIONS OF ORDER. 


Sec. 55. All questions of order at the meeting of the Board shall be decided 
without debate ; and no member, if objection be made, shall speak more than 
twice on the same question, without the consent of the Board. 

Src 56. The By-Laws of this Society shall not be altered unless the pro- 
posed amendment or alteration shall be submitted to the Board in writing at 
least one monthly meeting previous to that at which the action of the Board 
shall be had thereon, nor shall such alteration be made unless the notice for 
the meeting shall state the alteration proposed to be made in the By-Laws. 
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
